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In October 1956 there were from three to five airplanes at the Hensyang (112-35. 
26-56) airfield. The planes made occasional trips to Hankow, Kueilin, and other 
places, The Ctien Hsien (112-59, 25-18) airfield was unusable. 


All four mditary decots contained large quantities of materiel. These were 
located as follows: two at Tungyangtu (112-36, 26-51), one about two miles 
west of Hengyanc, and one temoorary depot in south Chen k'sien, 


The morale of most of the officers and men of the Field Army under Lin Piao 
in Nunan was excellent. However y the morale of former Nationalists in the l6 
and 66 Reriments stationed at Lai Yang Ca BL) and Yunghsing (113-05, 26~093 

was low despite the fact that they were Boing treated well. 


In Vest Hunan, farmers received little from the 1950 autumn harvest because of 
heavy taxation in kind, Every farmer could retain only 150 catties of rice in 
husks, Other apricultural products were requisitioned compulsorily according 

to a progressive tax scale. ITlost of the farmers in the area were dissatisfied 


'.giith the treatment they were receiving from the government. 


The Communist educational system was meeting financial difficulties in rural 
areas, Also, because of the Cormunist emphasis on politics rather than tech- 
nical knowledse, some of the older people were reluctant to send young neovle 
to Comumist schools. when the Communists first took over, many students en- 
volled in Communist military and political cadre schools, bub later many played 
truant from school and engaged in enti-Commmist activities. For exan:le, 
during October at Munan University anti-Conmmmist nosters were often seen on 
the walls of campus buildings, and Communists were unable to de anything abent
